COL. GORDON’s VISIT TO CHINA. 
Colonel Gordou arrived hore this after- 
noon by the P. & O. stoamer Ravenna, and 
proceeds as far os Aden by the same aten- 
mer, or her oonnoctions, aftor which his 
movements are, ap to the present moment, 
uncertain. Ninetenthe of what has been 
pudlished editoriilly, by correspondents’ 
Rettora, and as items of local news in the 
nowspapors of North Chins, is mero bazaar- 
“gap.” The only fair rendering of his past 
movements and present Intenti ov, judging 
from what we have been informed in per- 
sonal faterview with the gallant Colonel, te 
contained in a Jong local paragraph which 
appears in the N.-0. D. News to band to 
day, which must have been written on the 
samo basia of information aa that wo our- 
elves found our statements upon. There 
has been a great deal said about the Inspec. 
tor General of Customs (Me Robert Hart, 
O.M.G.) baving writton something to Ool, 
Gordon which changed to a very great ex- 
tent the Colonel’s plans and objects, For 
this idea there is no foundation whatever. 
When Colonel Gordon arrived at Chofoo, it 
is true, he received a letter from Mr Hart, 
embodying a suggestion that it would not bo 
altogether wise or advisable on his part to 
pay a visit to Li Hung-chang, and that if 
bo did, it should be merely a coremonious 
visit, the (ulonel immediately going on 
Peking. In nothing that Me Hart has dono 
haa there boen anything approaching an at- 
tempt to contro] Col. Gordon’s movements 
or to unduly suggest what tho course was 
which he should paraue ; and at the prosent 
moment Mr Robert Hart and Colonel 
Gordon are as atauooh friends as aver they 
wore. They are beliovera in different poli- 
oles, The Inspector-Geveral of Custom 
has long advocated the polloy of the contra 
lidation of the military and naval power of 
the Empire in the Peking Government, 
thereby weakening the provincial Govern. 
ments, and this fs a policy at complete 
variance with Colonel Gordon's views of what 
is wise under the circumstances. He says 
that the Central Government is too weak, 
fickle, and rotten to be strongthened 
and that the “strengthening” should be 
given to the Provincial Governments. He 
points out to the Chinese Government how 
powerfnl they might be with atrong Pro- 
vinoial Governments, and how powerless 
they are with weak Provinolal Governments, 
Col, Gordon utterly disclaims any sugges- 
‘tion of aa act erroneously attributed, most 
probably in ignorance of the facts, by 
some of the powspapers, to Mr Hart,— 
that bo did something; in some way 
approaching an attomtp to “burke” his 
(ol. Gordon’s) opinions. Mr Hart did 
his duty and no more. And in the samo 
way, Co). Gordon says, Sir Thos, Wade 
behaved in o manly and straightfor- 
ward way, 1t was his desiro to provent any 
outbreak, of hostilities or breach cf peaoe or 
Btraining of friendly relations between 
Russia and England ; aid in pursvanoo of 
thin object he give Col, Gordon pointedly 
to understand that if he-did:not wateh his 
footsteps warlly, cause for rapture might 
arins in his proceedings at Peking, ff not 
indeed out of the mero fact of his presence 
there. 80 that he might be able to go to 
the Chinese and ssy—~‘' You cannot mis- 
trast my advice because of my connection 
with the English Army ; I nolongerhold any 
office under the British fisg,” he caused to 
bo telegraphed home his resignation of hip

Whether he would be ia @ position, if driven 
to It, to hold his own, or more than hold 
his own, agaloat the raling dycasty seems 
to ba a moot point, When Ool. Gordon 
left, affaits were shaping towards » 
pacific mood. A telezram from 8¢ Peters- 
burg received only the day Cul. Gordon, 
Teft China contained toformation that 
Russia’s ultimatum had been agreed upon 
aod was to be sent to China ; from the tend- 
enoy the two nations have shown of 
late to draw towards one another it 
was hoped that it would be of such 
a nature that it might find favour at 
Peking. Nothing had been heard of the 
terms of this ultimatam; for these we shall 
probably have to went forsome time. Wat, 
we trust, will be averted. We believe few 
people appreciate what dire and awful con- 
sequences would result to * the interests of 
the world, and Englard tn particular” yoro 
the outbreak which threatens really to oo- 
our.

One is to prescribe for 
the Empress of tho East (the Elder One) 
who is now very ill. The other reason is 
to give advico about the dofence of the sea- 
ports. This is truly illustrative of the 
Chinose method of procedare. 

There ure turee large American ships of 
over ,2 0 tons each, detained at Woosung 
and the Red Buoy, owing to insufliciency 
of water to cross the Bur. One of them 
arrived on the 10th, and tho other two on 
the 1ith instant. The Sohn #. Worcester 
is also at the Red Buoy, for the same 
reason. She has been detsived since the 
12th. The names of the former vessels 
aro tho Browa Brothers, Henrietta and 
Paul Jone. 

We recorded that last Friday was the 
hottest day wo havo had this year. We 
now learn that there was ono caso of 
aunstroke on that day, and it has resulted 
fatally. Mr N Talon, a Frenchman, the 
mooufacturer of wrated waters, was out in 
the sun on Friday, and was struck down 
with the heat. He was taken to tho 
General Hospital whore his body registered 
188 degrees of heat. Ho was immersed in 
ico water which reduced the temporature 
to a fow degrees over 100, but though con- 
siderably improved by the application, ba 
afterwards got worse and dicd this morn- 
ing.

‘Wladivostock was received here in the 
latter part of June. It is a new ar- 
rangement that Admiral Feldausen is 
only Governor of the ports between this 
and Nicolaievsk, and not of the whole 
district, The Governor for the district, 
with his seat at Habarofke, is to be 
General Tickmenieff, who was sent out 
here last year from St. Petersburg to be 
on the commission for tho Pert Olga 
business. He went home again last 
fall, and bas o8 yet not taken charge of 
his new position, The new Admiral 
hoisted his flag on bourd of tho’ Sobol, 
Captain Boyle, on the 80th of June. 
He hos not yet taken up his quarters at 
Government House, it being under re- 
pairs, but he held a reception in tho 
staff buildings on Sunday, tho 18th 
inst., when all the officers of the different 
branches of military and civil service 
were presented to bim by their several 
chiefs. 

In your issue of the dist of May, I 
observe some “Notes from Russian 
'Tartary ” by “ Caberfeidth.” Concur- 
Ting with your correspondent in all be 
soye of Russian Tartary, I must differ 
with him when ho speaks of the defence- 
Jess atate of Wladivostock. I very much 
doubt that Wladivostock may be shelled 
from three sides, with the men-of-war 
shelling remaining under shelter, Of 
course, they may shell awny, ns a foreign 
artillery officer font Russian) told me, 
but the great difiiculty might be to hit 
anything. Again, speaking of the 
peninsula, your corres| nundent asserts 
that ‘on ench side there is a long 
stretch of coast where troops could 
easily be landed.” I would recommend 
Mr “Caberfeidth” to take a stroll on 
the peninsula and find out where the 
long steotch of const is where troops 
may easily be landed. I thunk Fam 
tight in ‘saying that that particular 
peninsula would be the epsiest place to 
defend of whole Port Many, the coast 
mostly being lined with heights rather 
difficult to scale under ordinary cir 
cumstances, ond not at all more invit- 
ing when bullets are pouring out from 
the thick and hiding brushwood over- 
head. And even if o landing were 
effected, it would only tako 6 few 
hundred men to effectually bar further 
progress, That 50,000 men should be 
needed to defend Wladivostock from the 
dangers that at present can threaten it, 
is quite ludicrous. A foreign naval 
officer (decidedly Russian) stated to the 
writer of thie that in bis opinion be 
would require 5,000 men to enact Pe- 
tropalowsk over again in Wladivos- 
tock! In ull other respects Mr “Caber- 
feidth” bas hit the nail on the hend ; 
only I may take the occasion to mildly 
insinuate that Wladivostock has a naval 
band playing Wednesday and Sundays 
in the public garden, and not as stated 
“Military bands play in the public 
gardens every night” 

The lost tit-bit of rumour I have to 
hand is of o Chinese officer who has been 
cought some ninety miles from bere at 
a village (Nikolsk), and on him were 
found maps of the fortifications of this 
place and two puds, or about 70 Ibs. of 
strychnine !! ‘The mups would not be 
very difficult to carry, but I should fancy 
that 70 lbs, would be rather a cumbrous 
losd to cart round the country in one’s 
pockets. Again, sume ten days age it 
was reported that the sentries at one of 
“the fortifications here had ubserveil two 
steangers, dressed like “ Englishmen " 
(of course), with white solar helmets, 
one with a red beard and the other with. 
spectacles, in the act of drawing the said 
fortifications. Ou soldiers giving chase, 
the eaid strangers fled and vanished. Jt 
is further reported that these interesting | 
white helmets covered the treacheroua 
skulls of some wary Celestials, who had 
dressed up as English (whatever the 
national dress may be) to divert suspi- 
cion. If the whole thing is anything 
Dut @ hoax or some fata morgane of an 
ambitious corporal or soldier I doub| 
very much, but the consequence of this 
doy-dreaming bas been scon and felt, 
Seen by the fact that officers on horse:

Smoked 
salmon, caviare, and leather tanned with 
birch bark, imparting to it the well- 
known smell of Russia leather, are 
among tha staple products of the place. 
Tho Gillacks manufacture very curious 
watorproof dresses from the skin of the 
salmop, which look like shot silk when 
new. The Gillacks, in common with 
most of the Siberian tribes and the 
‘Ainos, keep caged bears in their rillages, 
ovor the killing of which there is an 
annual saturnalia, The celebrated con- 
vict station at Dui in Sagbalien is a 
place of some interest.

Ah 
Bue was tried for murder, condemned, 
and in due course hanged, and his head 
was granted to Baron Maclay for the 
prosecution of that gentleman's scientific 
investigations into the colehral develop- 
ment of the various races of man, Ah 
Suo died penitent; he had had the 
benefit of ghostly consolation and counsel 
isters of two denominations, 

as woll as from a fellow-countryman who | 
had embraced the Christiun faith, so that 
a charitable z al had been showa for the 
spiritual welfare of this unfortunate man 
that must at all events have mitigated 
the despondency of his last houra, As 
soon as ho is dead, bowever, and while 
the Russian man of science is prosecuting 
his ghastly researches in the long room 
at tho old museum, aatrange controversy 
ariaes as to which of the rev, gentlemca 
who attended bim in his last houra can 
claim the deceased as a convert. An 
irreverent writer ina contemporary had 
playfully alluded to the anxiety of 
priest and parson to secure a proselyte ;
